T. B Harrison, counsel for the com­ 
pany, explained what are known as 
“ overprepaym ent,” and asserted that 
he would he able to show that not 
more than 20 per cent of the $67,000 
actually remained in the company's 
treasury. 
He added that positive in­ 
structions were given by the tompany 
to all its representatives to make re­ 
funds on all discoverable overcharges 
“ W e ll,” said Commissioner lame, "it 
is conclusively established that the 
agents of the companies themselves 
do not understand the tariffs and regu­ 
lations of the companies 
By an ex­ 
amination of the business of the com 
panics for one day we And more than 
3.000 oven harges. 
Now . then, we pro 
(lose to prosecute the companies for 
making these overcharges.

Federal Deficit $22,358,000. 


Washington, Feb. 2.— The deficit of 
the federal treasury for the current 
fiscal year has risen to $22,358,000, At 
the close of January, a year ago, the 
excess of disbursements over receipts 
was only $4,137,000. The treasury gath­ 
ered up during Jan u ary $52,462,000.
